MURDERER OF 
THREE GIVEN 


LIFE SENTENCE 
| 


(By Universal Service) 

MUSKEGON, Mich., June. 1-—The 
gates of the State House of Correc- 
tion at Marquette vlosed tonight on 
Asa K, Bartlett. He was sentenced 
today by Circuit Judge John Van- 
derwerp, to spend the pieiiler tal a of 
his life in solitary confinement and 
at hard Imbor, for the murder of 
August Krubaeck, Miss Jeanette 
Krubaeck and William tank, kill- 
ed by the bomb sent Krubaeck at 
the Three Lakes Tavern last Thurs- 
day. 


“Your act was cowardly, “dast- 
ardly,” said the court, in’ passing: 
sentence. “It is strange that vou, 
ha constable, an officer cf the law. 
should do such a thing. You have 
enforced the law. in a small way 
and yet are the principal in the 
greatest crime ever committed in 
Muskegon county. I regret that 
our legislature has not seen fit to 
pass a bill, submitted by our awn 
representative, providing for capi- 
tal punishment.” 

Five minutes after the 
had been passed, Bartlett, in cus- 
tody of Sheriff Covell, prosecutor 
Dunn and two deputies, was on his 
way to prison, making the trip by 
automobile, a distance! of more than 
400 miles. He wore the same army 
uniform which he had on when ar- 
rested, and in which he at first 
planned to fight the charge. 

The confession, made public 
day, is. in part, as follows: 

“T made, constructed and mailed 
\the bomb which caused the deaths 
of August Krubaeck, Jeanette Kru- 
baeck and the Frank. boy. I fixed 
the mechanism in the wooden box 
about two vears ago, I mortised a 
shotgun lock on the inside of the 
wooden box and I made and fasten-
